Plan Library 
And Physical 
Ed. Program 
In Grade Unit 


The Upper Adams School Board 


Monday evening voted to estab- 
lish a physical education program 
and a school library in the ele- 
mentary schools next year and 
was told that refinancing of the 
I960 school bond issue could 
"save $50,000 or more" in lower 
interest rates.

., and another penny increase ef- 
ective in the 1964-65 fiscal year. 


The increased and broadened 


sales tax would produce $124 mil- 
ion additional revenue. The ciga- 
rette tax boost would produce $13 
million in 1963-64 and that much 
more in 1964-65. 
SPECIAL FUND 


The budget and revenue pro- 


gram was to finance the state's 
general fund — the fund that pays 


for the day-to-day operations of 
government, subsidies, public as- 
sistance and ether items. 


Special fund budgets — for high- 


ways, fish and game commissions, 
and other specially financed agen- 
cies — will be presented later. 


The governor said his new reve- 


nue needs total $138,253,552. They 
include $21.8 million to cover a 
deficit from the current 1962-63 
budget: $33.2 million to cover 
revenue collections below expecta- 
tions; $36.2 million to cover man- 
dated increases in the budget and 
$47 million to pay for new pro- 
grams he is seeking. 


The Scranton budget compares 


to a SI billion budget proposed 
by Gov. David L. Lawrence, Scran

Quinim's wife, wounded in both

took the view that the assassina- 
tion could intensify seriously the 
feud in Prince Souvanna Phou- 
ma's government, a shaky coali- 
tion of rightwingers, neutralists 
and pro-Communists whose fac- 
tions never have been able to 
agree on any action of impor- 
tance.

RAILROADS LAY 
PLANS TO END 
65.000 JOBS 


CHICAGO <AP>— The nation’s 
railroads geared today to put into 
effect sweeping rules changes— 
upheld by the U.S. Supreme Court 
—which eventually will eliminate 
85.000 jobs. 
A Supreme Court clerk mailed 
in Washington Monday a mandate 
upholding the right of the rail 
roads to make the changes and 
eliminate what they call feather­ 
bedding. 
Delivery of the mandate to the 
U.S. District Court in Chicago will 
wipe out that court’s injunction 
which has prevented the carriers 
from moving ahead with the job 
changes. 
U.S. Dist. Judge Joseph Sam 
Perry called a meeting of lawyers 
representing management and the 
five operating unions today. 
Jam es E. Wolfe, chairman of 
the National Railway Labor Con­ 
ference and chief rail negotiator, 
has said the schedule of changes 
will be published as soon as the 
injunction is dissolved. 
UNIONS OBJECT 
Five unions, representing some 
200.000 men who man the nation's 
trains, are ready to call a strike 
whenever the railroads begin cut­ 
ting jobs. 
President Kennedy also is ready 
to act. He is prepared to invoke 
emergency procedures of the Rail­ 
way Labor Act. providing 30 days 
for a presidential board to recom­ 
ment a settlement formula and 30 
more days for additional negotia­ 
tions. 
The carriers have asserted that 
featherbedding — their

PLAN CHANGES 
Changes will include immediate 
dismissal of 13,000 locomotive fire­ 
men with low seniority and rules 
changes on freight and yard serv­ 
ice which will eventually eliminate 
at least 25.000 jobs.

The status of hearings on fed- 


eral orders regulating milk in the 
area was outlined Monday eve- 
ning at a. meeting of the Bigler- 
ville and York Springs locals of 
Interstate Milk Producers Coop- 
erative in the West St. Branch 
building.

president of Interstate; David Lit- 
ton, 
Boonsboro, Md., director of 


District 25, and Roy Weaner Jr.. 
Gettysburg R. D.. delegate from 
the BSglerville local to the Inter- 
state sessions, were the speakers. 


They reported that so far dairy 


farmers from central Pennsyl- 
vania, the eastern shore of Mary- 
land and southern New Jersey 
have asked retention of the pres- 
ent handler pool type of pricing 
in the Philadelphia-Wilmington- 
South Jersey area at the hearings 
being held at Philadelphia before 
a U.S. Department of Agriculture 
examiner. 


Huber reported he told the 


examiner that "the handler pool 
is the only legitimate economic 
protection that we as producers 
have to keep unnecessary milk 
from landing in the Philadelphia 
market." The handler pool pro- 
vides for payment of prices to 
farmers dependent upon the in- 
dividual dealers" utilization rather 
than payment based on a market- 
wide pool. 


The handler type pool, he said 


"tends to maintain production in 
line with market needs and re- 
tains quality as well as quantity.'' 
A market pool, he said, "tends to 
encourage 
overproduction 
for 


manufacturing purposes."' He re- 
ported on statements made at the 
hearing by New Jersey dairymen 
that under the market pool in 
the New York-New Jersey Order 
area small dealers "are finding 
ir more and more difficult to stay 
in business." 


The New Jersey dairymen not 


now under it are seeking in- 
clusion in the present Philadelphia 
area order with its handler pool 
method of payment. Huber said. 


Huber also held that the Penn- 


sylvania Milk Control Commis- 
sion law of 1936 "is good as long 
as it is devoid of politics."

SEEK TO SOLVE 
PARKING ISSUE 


In an effort to solve the massive 


parking problem chat will arise in 
Gettysburg during the battle cen- 
tennial exercises in July, local 
police are working under "Mayor 
William G. Weaver in conjunction 
with state police.

Day said even if the commis-

Should these increases be grant- 


ed, the executive director said, 
the commission hopes to restore 
the stocking program to its cur- 
rent level in 1965. 


The commission has been stock- 


ing between two million and 2.5 
million trout over the past five 
years. 


It allocated a little over $700,000 


•from its $2.35 million budget this 
year for its propagation and dis- 
tribution program. 


Day estimated 
approximately 


the same amount would be spent 
in fiscal 1963-64 on the program. 
But he said more money would 
have to be spent than in the past 
on such items as maintenance 
and repair of equipment and the 
rehabilitation of hatcheries.

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New Yorkers Get Newspaper 
Sunday, First In 114 Days 


By ANDREW MEISELS 


NEW YORK (AP)—New York 


City's 114-day newspaper strike 
has ended with the roar of high- 
speed presses and the busy sounds 
of 19,000 newspaper employes back 
at work. 


A series of labor disputes had 


shut down the papers for nearly 
four months and cost the city's 
economy an estimated $250 mil- 
lion. 


News-hungry inhabitants of this 


news-making city bought up the 
papers almost as -fast as the pres- 
ses could print them. Normally, 
5% million copies are printed 
dafly, but the sale of Monday's 
editions was more than brisk. 


"I never sold papers so fast in 


my life," said a Bronx news deal- 
er. "I was passing them out like 
a robot." 
2 INCREASE PRICE 


Two morning papers—the Times 


and Herald Tribune—returned to 
the stands Sunday night at double 
their prestrike price. The papers 
said greatly increased costs forced 
a rise from 5 to 10 cents, the first 
increase since 1946. 


The other morning papers—the 


tabloid News and the Mirror—re- 
mained at a nickel. The afternoon 
papers retained their preshut- 
down prices—10 cents for the Man- 
hattan papers and 5 cents for the 
Long Island Press and the Long 
Island Star-Journal. The Press, 
which published its Long Island 
edition, throughout the strike, 
raised its Sunday price from 15 to 
20 cents. 
COSTLY STRIKE 


The newspaper shutdown—long- 


est and costliest in this city's 
history — began Dec. -S with a 
strike of printers. It ended Sun- 
day when 317 photoengravers— 
members of the last of three un- 
ions that joined the strike—voted 
to accept a new contract with the 
Publishers Association of New 
York City. 


Only four of the city's nine 


major papers actually were struck 
—the Times, News, World-Tele- 
gram & Sun and Journal-Ameri- 
can, The Post, Herald Tribune, 


Mirror, Long Island Press and 
Long Island Star-Journal suspend- 
ed publication voluntarily. 


On March 4, the Post left the 


ranks of the publishers and re- 
sumed publication. For the pas>t 
27 days, it has printed and sold 
750,000 copies a day, more than 
double its normal circulation. 
"ALIVE AGAIN" 


The first paper on the streets 


was the Mirror—second largest in 
the country with a daily circula- 
tion of nearly 900,000. The Mirror, 
after heralding the good news 
with a fireworks display, an- 
nounced on its front page: 


"New York's alive again." 
Shortly thereafter, 
the Daily 


News, whose daily circulation of 
more than 2 million is the largest 
in the country, put in its first ap- 
pearance of 1963 with a front-page 
banner that said: 


"We have XEWS for you." 
The first editions were snapped 


up in minutes. 


"Oh, What a Beautiful Morn- 


ing," proclaimed a six-column 
headline on the front page of the 
Herald Tribune. An editorial ex- 
pressed thanks to Mayor Robert 
F. Wagner, who mediated the 
strike and came up with the 
formula which eventually won ac- 
ceptance of all the unions in- 
volved. 


The Times, News and Mirror all 


commented editorially that the 
strike proved the need for better 
machinery in the field of labor- 
management relations. 


"No one wins a strike of this 


dimension." said the Times, "not 
labor, not management, and cer- 
tainly not the public. It must not 
occur again."

Officials figured actual spend- 


ing for fiscal 1964 would probably 
drop less than $100 million dur- 
ing the year as a result of the 
proposed savings because spend- 
ing lags behind appropriations. 


In the new money request, 


$1,405,000,000 would go for arms 
aid — a $75-miIlion reduction from 
the January figure — and $3,120,- 
000,000 for economic assistance, 
a $345-million cutback.

postponements of the time when 
developing countries are expect- 
ed to be ready to qualify for loans 
and from reducing from $400 mil- 
lion to $300 million the amount of 
the presidential contingency fund 
used for emergencies.

should think again. They may be 
up against a formidable combi­ 
nation, including 
I. A robot without any feelings; 
I A bureaucrat w-ho admires the 
logic of Aristotle; 3 A gal whose 
eyes change from blue to green 
depending 
on 
what 
color eye 
shadow she is wearing. 
These are among the workers in 
a 
small, 
modernistic 
building 
here in the Shenandoah Valley ap­ 
ple country 
The building houses 
the national computer center (rf 
the internal Revenue Service 
ROBOT COMPUTER 
The 
robot, 
or 
computer, 
is 
(-becking millions of tax returns 
from the Eastern seaboard. By 
1966. it will be ply ing into returns 
from all over the nation—an esti­ 
mated 79 million, including in­ 
dividuals and businesses, 
Raw data—such as the figures 
on your return—are punched on 
cards in regional offices in At­ 
lanta 
and 
Philadelphia 
These 
cards transfer the information to 
magnetic tape The tape — about 
55.000 tax accounts on a reel about 
a foot in diameter—is then flown 
to Martinsburg. 
Then the computer goes to work 
Fed the raw 
tape, 
it checks 
against 
a 
master file to see 
whether a taxpayer has filed all 
returns lawfully due. whether he 
is up to date on payments and 
whether there is anything suspi­ 
cious about him. 
Then the machine produces an­ 
other tape for shipment back to 
the field This can automatically 
write notices that a person owes 
money, that he must produce his 
papers for an audit, or that he is 
even with the government. 


When the computer sends out a 
notice requiring an answer, it be­ 
gins counting the days, and if a 
taxpayer does not respond in time 
it fires off a sterner warning 
It can alert revenue agents to 
slap a lien on the old homestead 
or—oh yes—it can automatically 
write a refund check if necessary. 
In charge of this awesome set­ 
up is not a high-domed scientist— 
as you might expect—but an Eng­ 
lish major from Bowdoin College, 
class of 1940. John E. Stewart by 
name He is an unusual bureau­ 
crat, in that he takes pride in the 
small size of his bureau. Ta per­ 
sons in addition to the robot 
The machine is important, he 
says, hut far more important are 
the 
people 
attending 
it. 
They 
don't necessarily have to have ad­ 
vanced university degrees 
“But they must have an apti­ 
tude; an ability to do some ab­ 
stract reasoning—like the logic of 
Aristotle, a master philosopher of 
ancient Greece 
Above all. they 
have to be able to get along with 
other people, because this is a 
team job." 
One of the youngest members 
of the team is a 20-year-old secre­ 
tary. a looker named Miss Nao­ 
mi Hoomes. She does not claim 
to understand the computer thor­ 
oughly, but she is in thorough ac­ 
cord with its philosophy.

Taxpayers tempted to fudge on 
thek April 15 federal returns 
should think again. They may be 
up against a formidable combi- 
nation, including. 


1. A robot without any feelings; 


2. A bureaucrat who admires the 
logic of Aristotle; 3. A gal whose 
eyes change • from blue to green 
depending on what color eye 
shadow she^is wearing. 


These are among the workers in 


a small, modernistic 
building 


here in the Shenandoah Valley ap- 
ple country. The building houses 
the national computer center of 
the Internal Revenue Service. 
ROBOT COMPUTER 


The robot, or computer, is 


checking millions of tax returns 
from the Eastern seaboard. By 
1966, 
it will be prying into returns 


from all over the nation—an esti- 
mated 78 million, including in- 
dividuals -and businesses. 


Raw data—such as the figures 


on your return—are punched on 
card's in regional offices in At- 
lanta arid Philadelphia. 
These 


cards transfer the information to 
magnetic tape.. The Cape — about 
55,000 tax accounts on a reel about 
a foot in diameter—is then flown 
to Martinsburg. 


Then tine computer goes to work. 


Fed the raw tape, it checks 
against' • a' "master file - to 
see 


whether a taxpayer has filed all 
ireturns lawfully due, whether he 
'is up to date on payments and 
whether there is anything suspi- 
cious about him. 


Then the machine produces an- 


other tape for shipment back to 
the field. This can automatically 
; write notices that a person owes 
'money, that he must produce his 
-.'papers for an audit, or that he is 
. even with the. government. 


When the computer sends put a 


notice requiring an answer, it be- 
gins counting the days, and if a 
taxpayer does not respond in time 
it fires off a sterner warning. 


It can alert revenue agents to 


slap a lien on the old homestead 
or-^-oh yes—it can automatically 
write a refund check if necessary. 


In charge of this awesome set- 


up is not a high-domed scientist— 
as you might expect—but aa Eng- 
lish major from Bowdoin College, 
class of 1940, John E. Stewart by 
name. He is an unusual bureau- 
crat, in that he takes pride in the 
small size of his bureau, 78 per- 
sons in addition to the robot. 


The machine is important, he 


says, but far more important are 
the people attending it. They 
don't necessarily have to have ad- 
vanced university degrees. 


"But 
they must have an apti- 


tude; an ability to do some ab- 
stract reasoning—like the logic of 
Aristotle, a master philosopher of 
ancient Greece. Above all, they 
have to be able to get along with 
other people, because this is a 
team job." 


One of the youngest members 


of the team is a 20-year-old secre- 
tary, a looker named Miss Nao- 
mi Hoomes. She does not claim 
to understand the computer thor- 
oughly, but she is in thorough ac- 
cord with its philosophy. 


"I think everybody ought to pay 


his proper taxes, no more and no 
less," she said. 


A newsman with a passion for 


detail remarked that he had no 
trouble figuring out that her hair 
is brown, but was puzzled by the 
color of her eyes. 


"That depends on the dress I 


am wearing and the .eye shadow," 
she explained. "Today I am wear- 
ing a beige dress and green 
shadow. Therefore the eyes are 
green.
